Petersburg, were In high spirits. Nat- 
urally they declined to say anything 
for publication regarding the visit. 


The news that the delegation bad 


been given an audience by the em- 
peror spread^ Ilko wildfire through the 
city nnd crc'atcd a tremendous sensa- 
tion, rejoicing among Liberals nnd 
amazement among the uncompromis- 
ing supporters of the old regime.

ly remedy that even the poorost readers 
of your literature can secure?" I an- 
swer:
